The rapidly deteriorating situation between Cuba and the U.S. 
has prompted us to direct our planning so as to be prepared to meet any 
eventuality, whether in the form of a limited or full-scale emergency. 

It is essential to identify and tabulate those individuals who, in an 

emergency involving Cuba, would represent a potential or actual danger 

to the internal security of the U.S. Study reveals our existing Security 
ares procedures offer the bestsframeworx within which to accomplish this, 

with minor modifications in order to fit requirements of Cuban situation. 


This tabulation can be effected by having all field offices 
specify as "Pro-Cuban" all individuals now on, and subsequently acded to, 
the Security Index whose activities and sympathies have been such that 
they warrant special consideration in the event of a limited emerzency 
invalving Cuha and the US.) While not only tabuleting Cubans such 2 
procedure would also enable tabulation of non-Cubans who have engaged 
in substantial activities in furtherance of the aims and purposes of 
the Cuban Government, in support of pro-Castro groups or organizacvions . 
or in furtherance of the comaunist or subversive infiltration of =r- 


Castro groups. 


By providing for this "Pro-Cuban" tabulatYon, combined with |: 
our existing capacity to differentiate between aliens and citizens on 
the Security Index, we will be able to identify immediately those with | 
whom we would have to contend in a limited emergency involving Cuba. 

As in case of our planning for Formosan open hostilities in 1955, we 
will be faced with different lines of action in event of limited Cuvan 
emergency as distinguished from a full-scale emergency in which entire 
Emergency Detention Program would become operable.

As set out below (Current practice or rule), the 
longest period between reports on a Security Index subject 
would-be one-year. ee EO re ee eee 


By adopting this suggestion, a minimum of two 
reports would be submitted during a three year period and 
a minimum of three reports would be submitted during a 
five year period; thus, a minimum of two reports would be 
Submitted during a three year period on a Security Index 
subject if the-subject is involved only in a leadership 
Capacity in 2 front group. It is felt that in order to ree 
evaluate each case in the light of the Security Index 
criteria, two reports -covering the pertinent period would 
be just as effective as would three reports covering the 
Same period. It is noted that in the case where a subject 
"has been quite active, the activities. of the subject are 
lumped in reports other than in an initial summary report. 
By "lumping," a subject's attendance at routine meetings 
of a subversive organization over a period of time where the 
subject did not take an active part are "lumped" together to 
avoid detailed specific reporting of repetitious meetings af 
& routine nature; e.g., a subject attends ten meetings of the 
Midwest Committee for Protection of Foreign Born (MCPFB) 
during the period 1/1/60 - 5/1/60, and does not take an 
active part in these meetings. This activity of the subject 
can be "lumped" in a report by a statement such as: During 
the period from 1/1/60 through 5/1/60, JOHN SMITH was reported 
in attendance at ten meetings of the MCPFB, all/of which were 
held in the Chicago area, Thus, in the case of a fairly active 
Security Index subject, two to four volumes of material may 
be accunulated during a period of one year. Therefore, con- 
cerning the same individual, during a period of 18 months, 
four to six volumes of material may be accumulated, With the 
above mentioned lumping process, it would not take, for 
example, twice as long to prepare a six volume report as it 
would to prepare a three volume report. Therefore, it is felt 
by extending the period between reports a significant time 
saving would be accomplished without the lessening of proper 
; fulfillment of the Bureau's responsibilities, This time 
—-------Saving would enable the agents being utilized in the investiga- 
“- -- --€ion of Security Matter cases to spend more time attempting to 
develop potential Security informants, conducting physical 
surveillances, attempting to obtain current photographs of 
Security Index subjects, etc.

Latest consideration given on 2/19/58, at which time it was 
approved that the present procedure be retained, The following objections to 
destroying channelizing memoranda were noted: (1) Agents should have all facts in 
informants reports available for review and if channelizing memoranda were 
destroyed it would necessitate time consuming search for original informants report 
to obtain same. (2)That as security reports are prepared for future prosecution 
should there be an emergency and prosecutions were had on wholesale basis involving 
Security Index Subjects it would be virtually impossible for the many agents invoived 
to review the original reports or original of the channelizing memoranda due to the 
great demands which would be made for such material. (3) Often valuable intellizence 
material would be destroyed since such iniérmation may not be incorporated into the 
investigative report; therefore, it would be necessary for agents to review the original 
informant reports if the copies of the channelizing memoranda were destroyed. 


- Latest consideration has been viven to the idea of destroying copies of // 
channelizing memoranda at the Internal Security - Espionage Conference which was it 
held on June 9 - 10/1960. The Conference recommended and it was approved for the 
Chicago and San Francisco offices to destroy copies of channelizing memoranda on 4 


Six-month basis; If it is determined to be feasible to destroy copies of such memoranda 
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Teg a field-wide basis, appropriate instructions will be issued by the Domestic

individuals have been found to be living elsewhere. New York 
has also learned of key facility or other sensitive employment 
requiring additional dissemination of information by us in 9 
instances. This, of course, is in addition to ascertaining 
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current residence and employment addresses and information 
concerning the subject of each case opened under the program. 
Therefore, even from a cold statistical viewpoint, which is 
not by any means a true measure of the purpose or progress of 
the program, results have been obtained in New York. It 
should also be noted that other offices have achieved more 
from a statistical viewpoint than New York has. Reports 
from the fleld of the progress of the program in the 
three-month period ending 4-15-59 indicate the following: 


Fifteen security informants or PSIs developed. 
Thirty subjects returned to the Security Index. 
Fifty subjects found to be employed at key facilities.

As the Bureau is aware, quite a number of cases 
originating in the domestic field with igads for the different 
Legal Attache Offices have to do with the\placing of stops 
with cooperative foreign police agencies inorder that th fe” 
respective Legal .ittaches will be notified of travel within ; 
the sountries of their jurisdiction of U.S. security subjects. 

In this connection, the Legal Attache Offices are usually 
furnished with copies of letterhead memoranda prepared by the 
interested domestic offices which set forth exact or approximate 
dates of travel and passport information. 


It has been my experience in the three countries 
assigned to the Madrid Office, Spain, Portugal, and Morocco, 
that travelers entering and leaving the countries are required 
to fill out small forms, which foms eventually end up in the 
police files of the respective countries. These forms in 
general require an exact listing of the name of the traveler CL 
as it appears in the passport, the date and place of issuance 
of his passport, his nationality, and the number of his passport, 
in addition to some other general information. It is believed 
that with some exception similar requirements are in existence 
in most of the countries where Legal Attaches are located, the. 
possible exceptions being the Western ilemisphere countries.

Matters received during July in these categories decreased from 
9,647 to 8,457. Matters closed increased from 9,191 to 9,310.
